STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 

Forest  fire  Prevention:  Your  Business,  Our  Business,  Good  Business. 
Forest  fire  prevention  slogans  have  been  seen  in  association  with  Smokey 
Bear  since  the  late  nineteen  forties  when  a  national  effort  to  check  the 
spread  of  forest  fires  was  implemented. 

New  Hampshire  residents  recognized  that  forest  fire  prevention 
and  suppression  was  the  responsibility  of  every  citizen,  a  half  century 
before  this  national  campaign,  when  our  legislature  established  our 
first  forest  fire  laws  in  1903.  Since  that  date,  the  State  has  appointed  a 
town/city  forest  fire  warden  who  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  law  enforce- 
ment in  his  municipality. 

All  fires  kindled  out  of  doors  when  there  is  no  snow  on  the  ground 
must  be  approved  in  writing  by  the  forest  fire  warden  before  being  kindled. 
All  forest  fires  must  be  suppressed  by  the  warden  and  his  deputies  as 
soon  as  they  are  reported.  The  cost  of  fire  suppression  is  shared  jointly 
by  the  town/city  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  as  are  forest  fire  pre- 
vention and  forest  fire  training  costs. 

This  state  and  local  municipality  cooperative  forest  fire  program  has 
given  New  Hampshire  one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United 
States.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  1980 

The  primary  concern  of  the  Hill  Police  Department  is  the  safety  of 
Town  citizens  and  the  protection  of  the  tax  payers'  property.

The  recessed  meeting  of  the  Hill  School  District  was  called  to 
order  by  Rev.  James  Quimby,  Moderator.   He  read  the  prayer  of 
the  Hebrews  from  the  6th  chapter  of  Deuteronomy.   The  reading  of  the 
warrant  was  waived. 

Article  1.   After  a  lengthy  discussion  with  two  amendments 
presented,  one  being  defeated,  it  was  voted  as 
amended  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  for 
building  improvements  for  the  conservation  of  energy  and  to 
authorize  the  School  Board  to  apply  for,  accept,  and  expend 
Federal  Energy  funds  that  may  be  available.   The  sum  appropriated 
is  to  be  raised  by  issuing  Notes  of  the  District  in  the  amount 
of  $5,000.00  and  Federal  Energy  funds  in  the  amount  of  $5,000.00. 
It  is  clearly  understood  that  the  School  Board  may  use  and 
expend  any  portion  of  the  amount  appropriated  under  this  article 
but  only  if  Federal  Energy  funds  in  the  amount  of  50%  of  the 
amount  to  be  expended  are  available.   Vote  by  standing  -  29  in 
favor,  2  against. 

Article  2.   It  was  voted  to  leave  officers  salaries  as  they  are 
presented  in  the  budget. 

Article  3.   It  was  voted  to  accept  the  reports  of  Agents,  Officers 
and  Committees  as  printed  in  the  town  report. 

Article  4.   There  were  no  Agents  or  Committees  appointed  at 
this  time. 
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Article  5.   Voted  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  contract  with 

a  qualified  independent  auditing  firm  or  Department 
of  Revenue  Administration,  for  the  fiscal  year  financial  audit 
in  accordance  with  RSA  197:14. 

Article  6.   Voted  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  transfer 

$500.00  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  from  any 
unexpended  funds  from  the  1979-1980  appropriation. 

Article  7.   Voted  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  make  application 

for,  accept  and  expend  during  1980-81  school  year  on 
behalf  of  the  district  all  gifts,  advances,  grants-in-aid,  revenue 
sharing  funds,  or  any  other  funds  for  educational  purposes. 

Article  8.   Voted  to  pass  over  this  article  as  there  are  no 
handicapped  students  at  this  time. 

Article  9.   To  see  what  sum  of  money  would  be  raised  for  support 

of  schools.   Motion  by  Fred  Thomson  and  seconded  by 
Russell  Docteur  to  raise  the  sum  of  $246,120.00  Two  amendments 
were  presented  reducing  the  sum  but  both  were  defeated.   The 
original  sum  of  $246,120.00  was  presented  again.   It  was  voted  to 
accept  the  figure  of  $246,120.00  for  support  of  schools,  and  to 
authorize  the  application  of  revenue  against  it,  the  balance  to 
be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

On  motion  of  Fred  Thomson,  seconded  by  Russell  Docteur, 
it  was  voted  to  accept  the  figure  of  $22,020.00  as 
estimated  revenue. 

Article  10,   A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  given  Theodore  Dickerson 
for  his  many  years  as  a  member  of  the  School  Board.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Hill: 

The  school  year  has  been  a  very  productive  and  posit:|.ve  one  in  Hill.  Many 
changes  have  taken  place  in  the  programs  that  allow  for  individual  needs  of  students 
to  be  met.   The  goals  adopted  by  the  Board  and  appeared  in  the  report  last  year 
continue  to  be  the  focus  of  the  district.   The  study  skills  guide  has  been  completed 
and  is  being  used  by  the  teachers.   For  example,  the  social  studies  program  has 
been  revised  to  reflect  emphasis  on  New  Hampshire  History  and  Government.   The 
report  card  system  which  has  been  in  use  for  two  years  is  undergoing  a  complete 
review  by  a  committee  composed  of  parents,  teachers  and  administration. 

The  Budget 

The  1981-82  proposed  budget  listed  near  the  end  of  this  book  reflects  no 
program  changes  or  growth.  We  have  presented  a  maintenance  budget  for  your 
consideration  and  action.   The  overall  budget  reflects  a  net  increase  of  $26,243.00. 
The  major  areas  of  increase  are  as  follows:

Energy  Conservation  Project 

The  Board  voted  to  proceed  to  undertake  the  following  energy  improvement 
measures  at  the  Jennie  D.  Blake  School: 

1.  install  basement  storm  windows ; 

2.  add  12"  ceiling  insulation  (mail  building) 

3.  install  6"  blown- in  ceiling  insulation  (Addition) 

4.  install  7-day  time  clock  on  furnace; 

5.  add  wall  insulation  (main  building); 

6.  add  vail  insulation  (addition); 

7.  replace  windows  with  2"  panel  (front  windows,  top  sash  only); 

8.  replace  door  transom  with  2"  panel  (rear  door  only); 

9.  replace  exterior  doors; 

10.  replace  existing  windows  with  new  (front  windows,  bottom  sash  only); 

11.  replace  existing  windows  with  new  (rear  windows  only); 

12.  install  combination  windows; 

13.  construct  a  vestibule. 

An  architect,  Mr.  Frank  P.  Marinace  has  been  employed  to  develop  the  required 
schematics  and  bid  sheets.   Work  is  expected  to  begin  during  the  early  part  of  the 

summer. 

Special  Education 

Hill  continues  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  its  children.   Part  of  that 
commitment  is  its  full  compliance  with  special  education  laws,  Public  Law  94-142 
and  RSA  186: A. 

Services  for  educationally  handicapped  students  have  met  the  needs  of  eight 
students  in-district  and  three  students  in  out-of -district/regional  programs. 

Continuing  the  regional  concept  of  special  education  consortium  servicing  students 
of  low  incidence  handicaps,  Tri-City  Special  Education  Consortium  began  a  program  for 
high  school  age  emotionally  disturbed  students.   Jane  Weissmann,  Director  of  Tri-City, 
continues  to  direct  this  program.   This  program  is  housed  in  the  "White  House"  next 
door  to  Winnisquam  Regional  High  School.   Mainstreaming  of  students  into  high  school 
classes  has  been  a  successful  exchange.   The  building  has  been  remodeled  to  meet 
classroom  standards.   REECH,  the  Tri-City  Preschool  Program  expanded  this  year. 
REECH  II  was  developed  to  meet  the  needs  of  school  aged  multiply  handicapped  students. 

Deborah  Chamberlain,  Certified  Occupational  Therapy  Assistant  (COTA),  was  hired 
to  carry  out  prescribed  Occupational  Therapy  activities  for  those  educationally 
handicapped  students  in  need.   Ms.  Chamberlain  is  working  under  the  clinical 
supervision  of  Irene  Brody,  Registered  Occupational  Therapist  (OTR) . 

Three  of  our  students  with  educational  handicaps  have  been  placed  in 
out-of-district  programs  provided  by  both  the  Franklin  School  District  and  the 
Laconia  School  District. 

The  Rural  Prescriptive  Clinic  (RPC)  has  continued  to  service  Hill  students  this 
year.   Three  elementary  and  two  junior  high  students  have  been  serviced  with  the 
assistance  of  Cynthia  Lambert,  RPC  tutor. 

Testing  Program  -  1980  Results 

The  Stanford  Diagnostic  Reading  and  Mathematics  tests  are  administered  in 
September  and  again  in  June  for  purposes  of  measuring  growth. 
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The  follovsiiig  scores  are  average  for  a  particular  grade  and  do  not  represent 
vliat  one  particular  child  received.   Parents  arc  encouraged  to  meet  with  the 
teachers  to  review  the  results  of  their  child's  scores.

Possible  Legal  Action  Regarding  State  Support  to  Education 

There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  concern  in  the  state  about  the  inequitable 
method  of  funding  public  schools  in  New  Hampshire.   New  Hampshire  -  more  than  any 
other  State  -  relies  heavily  on  the  local  property  tax  to  fund  its  schools. 
New  Hampshire  ranks  fiftieth  in  the  United  States  in  state  support  to  education. 
Although  the  state's  Foundation  Aid  Law  was  enacted  many  years  ago  to  help  equalize 
educational  opportunities  among  the  school  districts  in  the  state,  the  low  level  of 
funding  provided  by  the  legislature  annually  makes  this  aid  program  ineffective. 
By  studying  the  successful  legal  challenges  brought  in  other  states  which  had 
similar  inequalities  in  financing  education,  it  has  been  decided  there  is  good  basis 
for  a  suit  here  in  New  Hampshire. 

An  initial  survey  indicates  that  there  are  at  least  twenty- five  school  districts 
representing  approximately  forty  thousand  students  interested  in  supporting  a  legal 
challenge  of  this  state's  heavy  reliance  on  unequal  property  tax  bases  as 
unconstitutional.   It  is  expected  that  there  will  be  more  school  districts  joining 
the  effort. 

You  will  notice  that  there  is  an  article  in  the  school  district  meeting  warrant 
to  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  authorize  the  school  board  to  participate  in  a 
suit  against  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  compel  the  state  to  provide  funds  to  the 
school  districts  for  the  purpose  of  more  nearly  equalizing  the  educational 
opportunities  for  children  in  the  state's  school  districts.   The  voters  at  the  annual 
school  district  meeting  will  be  asked  to  grant  tl is  authorization  and  to  appropriate 
approximately  two  hundred  and  seven  dollars  to  contribute  to  the  legal  expenses 
involved  in  a  legal  challenge.

In  our  opinion,  the  financial  statements  listed  in  the  aforementioned 
table  of  contents  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  various  funds  and 
group  of  accounts  of  the  Hill  School  District  at  June  30,  1980,  and  the  results 
of  operations  and  the  changes  in  fund  balances  of  such  funds  for  the  year  then 
ended  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on 
a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  accompanying  supplemental  information  and  the  column  on  the 
accompanying  financial  statements  captioned  "Totals,  Memorandum  Only"  are  not 
necessary  for  a  fair  presentation  of  the  financial  statements,  but  are  presented 
as  additional  analytical  data.   The  supplemental  information  has  been  subjected 
to  the  tests  and  other  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the 
financial  statements  listed  in  the  foregoing  table  of  contents  and,  in  our 
opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  financial 
statements  taken  as  a  whole.
